REPORT oF THE THEOLOGICAL SEMIN ARY 
AT. MAYWOOD. 


The twenty-third year of the Seminary, and the fourth year of its 
location at Maywood, saw a larger number of students in residence, 


namely, forty-five, among them five from the Northwest, but only one, 
Dr. Haupt’s son, from our Synod. At the recent Commencement, the 
Rev. Dr: Trabert preached the Baccalaureate Sermon, and the address 
was- delivered by the Rev. F. E. Cooper. There were eight graduates, 
and the degree of B.D. was conferred on four others for post-graduate 
work in the correspondence school. This appears as a small class, 
but when we consider that the foreign speaking students take courses 
with us up to the last year, and then enter a Seminary of their own 
Synod it is evident that we are giving the larger part of the instruc- 


tion and the other seminaries are honored with graduating these 


students. It is noteworthy that the above list includes not only native 
Americans and candidates for English pulpits (three in our Synod), 
but also men who use German, Danish, Icelandic, Yiddish and Slavonic. 
This is typical of the work which the Seminary has always been doing.

Only three 
congregations failed to send something. 
‘While no large legacies have been received into the current ex- 
pense fund, still many friends have been added to our Hst, and enough 
money has been collected to more nearly meet the expenses than in 
many years. The apportionments now made by the three Synods most 
vitally interested does not cover one-third of the expenses. This means 
that each congregation should pay its apportionment in full, and in 
addition permit the General Secretary to solicit as much more as he 
can to cever the two-thirds of the Seminary’s expenses not now pro- 
vided for. The Synod pledged itself to raise $50,000, as soon as possi- 
ble, towards the endowment of a Chair. No steps have been taken to 
collect money to meet the offer. of $25,000 given by Mr. C. A. Smith, 
formerly of Minneapolis. We hope the congregations will be in a better 
financial position next year to take hold of this matter with vigor. 
The Students’ Aid Fund of the Seminary assisted sixteen young men 
to the extent of $1,520. Students ‘receiving aid from Synods are not 
assisted by the Seminary. se | 
Three of this yeat’s graduating class will come to the Northwest 
Synod, two go to the District Synod of Ohio, one to the sgianetice 
Synod, and two to the United Synod of the South. | 
The post-graduate course, begun in 1898, has been of great saiheb. | 
ance to many of our busy pastors. The Board has ordered the faculty 
to reconstruct the whole course and make it more efficient. We urge 
pastors to take advantage of this department. _ . 
The Seminary Institute for Lutheran Sunday School Seacees.

_ lary as provided for in Rules 12 and 13. :

need the board may request a special contribution from the con- 
gregations.

- gation but engaged in the service of the Church, shall enjoy the 
benefit of the fund provided he pays annually one per cent (1%) 
of his salary into the fund, unless for some sufficient reasons 
Synod make him a special rate. 


15. Should a minister who hes contributed to the fund for 
three (3) years, move ott of the Synod, he may continue to enjoy 
the benefits of the fund by contributing annually to the fund such 
an amount as in the judgment of the board shall be equitable and — 
just, both to the Synod and to the beneficiary, provided he re- 
mains in the active work of the ministry, and in good standing 
in some synod of the Evangelical Lutheran Church. 


- 16. Any minister relinquishing the active ministry to engage 
in purely secular work shall be excluded from the benefits of the 

fund, as it is intended for those only who give their entire time — 
and. strength to the service of the Church. 7
